In the firſt Place, Ideclare I die an unworthy Member of the 
Holy Catholick Apoſtolick Roman Church, and do acknowledge 
my ſelf to be the greateſt of Sinners: But, Bleſſed be God, I 
have a firm Confidence in the Sufferings of my Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, by whoſe Merits I hope I ſhall be ſay'd, 
I, from the Bottom of my Heart, forgive all thoſe, that were 
my Enemies and Perſecuters, and hope Almighty God, in his 
great Goodneſs, (and I beſeech him to do it as heartily as I beg 
Pardon for my own Sins) will pardon them, and give them 
Grace to repent, And

And I earneſtly beg Pardon of all thoſe, whom ! have any 


ways offended or injur d, and lament, that it is not in my Power 


to make them Reparation ; but as the ! — to be forgiven, I 
hope they will do ſo to me. I alſo beg Pardon of all thoſe, 
whom I have diſedified by my Lite or Converſation. 
That I have had an uncommon Ardcur or Zeal in my Duty 
and Loyalty for my moſt injur'd and Royal Sovereign King 
JanEgs the Third, I own at my Death, as 1 did to every one 
that knew me, whilſt 1 livd ; and 1 affirm, That it was not 
only on the Account of his being a Roman Catholick, or any 
worldly Views, but from a true Senſe of my Duty, as I took 
my ſelf bound by the Laws ot God and my Country, and as his 
ſucceeding to the Throne of his Anceſtors would only make 
theſe Three Kingdoms happy, and from impartiat Accounts of 
his Royal Perſon and Qualities, which make him one of the 
moſt meriting Princes in the World. 

My Loyalty deſcended to me from my Anceſtors, my Father 
and Grandfather having had the Honour to be ſacrific'd in doing 
their Duty to their Kings, Charles I. and Fames II. 

think it iacumbent en me to do Juſtice to a Gentleman, 
whoſe Name I am ſorry to hear mention'd at my Tryal, which 
ſurely was irregular and unprecedented. to give Evidence of 
any Treaſon that had no Relation to what I was indicted of. 


- Tdeclare in the Preſence of Ged, I never ſaw him but twice, 


and at thoſe Times, I think, there was not a Word talk'd of 
Principle or Party, and I declare, in the ſame ſolemn Manger, 
I never knew any of his Meaſures or Deſigns, or ever had any 
Intimacy of that Kind with him ; and declare, That what was 
ſworn at the Council, and at my Tryal, was falſe in Relation 
ro him. | 

And I know a Great Man ſhould ſay, I was intimate with a 
Lord in the Tower. I declare I never ſpoke to him, nor 
ſaw his Hand-Writing, nor to my Knwledge, was I ever 
under the ſame Roof with him. 
Nor was I ever Agent, or employ'd by any Perſon, in my 
Life, (as was ſuggeſted at my Tryal) in any Politick Deſign ; 
ndr did I ever carry a Letter, or was intruſſed by one Great 
Man to another, nor did I ever know of any Concerted Mea- 
ſure to Reſtore my Royal Maſter in my Lite, more than what was 
talk'd in publick, and in the Papers; nor, as I expect Mercy, 
did! directly nor indirectly know any Thing of the Arms, that 
were ſiez'd at Bath, directed to R. 4 as was ſaid at my Tryal. 

And as to Mr. Calder woods Evidence againſt me, of my be- 
ing in the Market-Place on Saturday in the Aſternoor, and 
that he ſaw me there; to my Knowledge, I had not been there 
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until Seven a Clock at Night, when he could not fee me; and 
if be did, not with my Sword drawn, his Evidence was intirely 
falſe: And he ſent me Word Two Days before my Tryal ; That 
be: could not ſwear any Thing againft me whatever. And he 
faid I was in the Council of War: I never (fo far from being 


in it) knew the Houſe it was held in. 


The Evidence of the Footman Wamſiy was as falſe, he ſwear- 
ing me _— of Brandy with Exciſe- men Six Times a Sa- 
turday, in the ſame Market-Place. 25 

Theſe are the Two Men, that (wore me out of my Lite; 
I forgive them with all my Heart, and recommend to them to

1724 as I have upon the Word of a dying Man declar'd all 
theſe Truths, in order to caution People not to believe Reports, 
and to do all the Juſtice I was capable of doing; fo now let me 
recommend to all People to think of their Duties to God and 
their Country, and to heal all Diviſions; and exhort them to 
think of the Means of uniting and reconciling all their Intereſts, 
and unite in the only Meaſure that can render them Happy ;
